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This is a decision on the PETITION FOR REVIVAL OF AN APPLICATION 
FOR PATENT ABANDONED UNINTENTIONALLY UNDER 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed 
June 20, 2008. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
file a reply to the non-final Office action mailed April 9, 
2007. This Office action set a shortened statutory period for 
reply of three (3) months, with extensions of time obtainable 
under § 1.136(a). No reply received and no extension of time 
obtained, the application became abandoned on July 10, 2007. A 
courtesy Notice of Abandonment was sent on October 19, 2007.

If such inquiry results 
in the discovery that it is not correct that the entire delay in 
filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until 
the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) 
was unintentional, petitioner must notify the Office.
